This letter is in further response to your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request dated April 5, 2017 
for records at the Jimmy Carter Fibrary pertaining to electronic copies of material previously located on 
the Library’s Research Room CREST system. FOIA requests for the small amount of Federal records 
governed by the Federal Records Act as well as Presidential records governed by the Presidential Records 
Act are processed and reviewed for access under provisions of the 1978 Presidential Records Act (PRA) 
(44 U.S.C. §§ 2201-2207) and/or the Freedom of Information Act (5 U.S.C. § 552). As noted in our 
correspondence of April 21, 2017, the Carter Library performed a search of said CREST system for 
Presidential records related to your request and identified approximately 17,000 pages of responsive 
records. 

We have completed processing approximately 17,000 pages of records related to this request by having 
obtained the digital files of this set of records—which we can now make available. All of this set of 
material is released as previously released via CREST. Because all records located are released as such, 
we do not consider this response a denial. If you consider this response to be a denial of your FOIA 
request, you may appeal by writing to the Deputy Archivist, (ATTN: FOIA Appeal Staff), National 
Archives and Records Administration, 8601 Adelphi Road, Room 4200, College Park, MD 20740-6001. 
To be considered timely, your appeal should be received by the Deputy Archivist within 90 days of your 
receipt of this letter. Both the letter and the envelope should be clearly marked “FOIA Appeal.” 

We will be happy to provide you with copies of these records (406MB) upon receipt of the reproduction 
fee of $25.50 per CD (holds 700MB.) Historical records at NARA are not governed by the FOIA fee and 
fee waiver provisions in section 552(a)(4)(A)(vi). Accordingly, the Jimmy Carter Library does not 
provide fee waivers for copying. NARA charges standard reproduction fees for copying of historical 
records in accordance with our statutorily based fee schedule, codified at 44 U.S.C. § 2116(c). The 
Library accepts checks or money orders made out to the National Archives Trust Fund. When you 
provide a check as payment to the National Archives and Records Administration, please be advised that 
you authorize them to use the information from your check to make a one-time electronic funds transfer 
from your account or to process the payment as a check transaction. When NARA uses information from 
your check to make an electronic funds transfer, funds may be withdrawn from your account as early as 
they day we receive your payment, and you will not receive your check back from your financial 
institution. The Library also accepts Visa, Master Card, American Express, or Discover/Novus orders.
